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On account of the many exagger­ 
ated stories current regarding the 
smallpox in Rushville, we have deem­ 
ed it advisable to make a statement 
for the purpose of correcting the er­ 
roneous impressions that prevail and 
give an accurate and absolutely true 
account of the state of affairs. 
To 
begin with, we wish to state that we 
have the health of all citizens and 
the community in general, at heart, 
and under no circumstances would 
we tolerate or countenance a false 
or misleading statement to be made. 
There is no cause for alarm and no 
reason why business should not go 
on unmolested in the usual manner; 


neither is it necessary to put a ban 
on public meetings and gatherings as 
the situation is not critical by any 
means. 
In all there are eight cases 
in Rushville, all of which are in live 
homes, where guards are on duty day 
and night. 
All the cases are very 
light and none of the patients are in 
a dangerous condition. 
Everyone 
who was directly exposed have been 
vaccinated and put under quaran­ 
tine. 
A physician has been employ­ 
ed who is caring for the patients in a 
competent manner. 
AU the 
cases 
can be traced to the one center as 
they came from the same origin. W e 
are confident that we have the situ­ 
ation under full control and there is 
no cause for alarm or for people of 
this city to halt in their usual voca­ 
tions. 
The city council had a called 
meeting Sunday afternoon and night 
and appropriated $1000 for the pur­ 
pose of building a permanent hospi­ 
tal for such occasions.

near Jackson. 


As the various members 
of the 
board of health have stated, many 
people have a childish fear and idea 
of smallpox. 
There is no need for 
persons to feel unduly alarmed as all 
the cases are being well taken care 
of and it is not such an easy matter 
to contract 
the disease 
as many 
think. 
Neither is the per 
cent of 
fatality large as it was in 
olden 
days before the medical profession 
knew how to cope with the disease. 
A rather funny incident occurred 
last Saturday that is typical of the 
erroneous ideas many people hold. 
An old lady— one of those fat and 
stnffy 
sort, 
always 
excited 
and 


nervous and easily “ wrought up” — 
had some 
shopping to 
do. 
She 
would not go down town on account 
of the smallpox scare when in reali­ 
ty there was no more danger than at 
any other time of the veal*. 
So she 
up and bundled herself away, after 
much ado, and went to Indianapolis, 
where she paid the customary two 
prices for her 
out-of-town 
pur­ 
chases. 
She was not aware of the 
fact that they have smallpox in Indi­ 
anapolis— that they have it there all 
the time, in season and out of sea­ 
son, and that she 
was 
taking as 
many “ chances” there— if not more 
— than hem 
They do not think any­ 
thing of it in a city although they 
take all the precaution necessary to 
ward off an epidemic.
